Allowable Subject Matter 



Claims 1-22 are allowed. 

A Notice of Allowability is attached. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The presently claimed invention is directed to a cosmetic composition comprising 
an emulsion of an aqueous and nonaqueous phase, a gelling system of at least one 
alkylene oxide containing emulsion stabilizer and at least one non-siloxane based 
polyamide resin present in the nonaqueous phase. 

The prior art (Ross et al. and Tsubaki et al.) in combination do not teach the non- 
siloxane based polyamide resin with the alkylene oxide containing emulsion stabilizer, 
nor the presence of the polyamide in the oil phase. The prior art is also lacking in terms 
of teaching the unexpected results of achieving a stable emulsion with the presence of 
an alkylene oxide containing emulsion stabilizer, wherein the emulsion is gelled with a 
non-siloxane based polyamide resin. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
